Buchanan’s ‘ Detection’ was first published in London in Latin and then in 
the Scottish dialect. In it the charges against Mary Queen of Scots in the ‘ Book 
of Articles,’ in the form of a judicial paper, are reiterated and adapted to the 
purposes of a polemic. After all allowance for party spirit and the well-founded 
belief of the reformers that Mary was a subtle and dangerous enemy. the 
‘ Detection ’ must be deemed a caluminous work, ‘ which not only sought out doubt- 
ful and trivial incidents to blacken her character, but invented others for which 
there was no warrant. Buchanan charges Mary with an attempt to make Darnley 
and Moray quarrel, in the hope of ridding herself of both. For this and similar 
charges there is no evidence, and they have been silently dropped even by historians 
who believe her capable of any wickedness. We cannot wonder that she describes 
this work, when Elizabeth, with peculiar spite, sent her a copy of the ‘ Detection ’ 
instead of the priest she asked for, as ‘a defamatory book by an atheist, 
Buchanan, the knowledge of whose impiety had made her request a year before that 
he should not be left near her son, to whom she heard he had been given as 
preceptor !

Patrick Ruthven, in 1552, was appointed to the command of the footmen of 
the army. sent to France: He succeeded his father before 15 December of the same 
year, when the Queen conceded to him and his wife, Janet Douglas, a third part 
of the lands of Dirleton, Haliburton, and Hassindean, Berwickshire. 


When Ruthven, in 1559, was requested by the Queen Regent to suppress the 
Reformation heresy among the inhabitants of Perth, he is reported to have 
answered ‘‘ that he would make their bodies come to her grace, and to prostrate 
themselves before her,’’ but that to ‘‘ cause them to do against their conscience 
he could not promise.”’ 


In February, 1563, Ruthven was chosen a privy councillor of Mary Queen of 
Scots. Referring to his election, Randolph affirmed that the appointment 
‘¢misliked Moray?’ on account of his sorcery; that ‘‘an unworthier there is not 
in Scotland than he,’’? and that more might be spoken than he dared write. Ina 
later letter he also mentions that the Queen ‘‘ cannot abide him,’’ and that “ all 
men hate him.” The explanation of these rumours regarding Ruthven is partly 
supplied by Knox, who states that the Queen in conversation referred to the 
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Mary QUEEN oF Scots: Carton (J.)—continued. 


‘* offering of a ring to her by Lord Ruthven,’’ and declared that, though at Mait- 
land’s instance he had been made one of her privy council, she ‘‘ could not love ”’ 
him, for she knew him ‘‘ to use enchantment.”’ 


The first wife of Ruthven having been a Douglas, and his children by her 
being cousins-german of Lord Darnley, Ruthven was naturally a supporter of the 
Darnley marriage. Randolph represents him as the ‘ chief councillor’’ of those 
who were bent on the marriage; and Knox states that at Mary’s council at this 
time were only the Earls of Atholl and: Lennox and Lord Ruthven. It was 
Ruthven and Athos!i who, with three hundred horsemen, escorted the Queen safely 
from Perth through Fife to Callendar House, when a plot was suspected to have 
been fermed by Moray for her capture on the journey south. During the rebellion 
of Moray, after the Queen’s marriage to Darnley, Ruthven also joined the forces 
of the Queen with a command in the rearguard of the battle. 


The rise of Rizzio in the favour of the Queen, accompanied as it was by the 
decliring influence of Darnley and of the relatives and friends who had been the 
main supporters of the marriage, was observed by Ruthven with feelings of deep 
resertment. As early as 12 October, 1565, Randolph wrote that Morton and 
Ruthven. ‘‘ only spy their time, and make fair weather until it come to the pinch.”’ 
It was probably at the suggestion of Morton or Ruthven that George Douglas 
inspired Darnley to apply to Ruthven to aid him against the ‘“ villain David.’’ 
Ruthven, although then so ill that he ‘‘ was scarcely able to walk twice the length 
of his chamber,’’ agreed to assist him to the utmost of his power, and formally 
made known the proposal to Morton. It was Ruthven and Morton who agreed to 
undertake the management of the arrangements for seizing Rizzio. Their names 
are tne only ones known to have been attached to the bond signed by Darnley, and 
probably they were attached as witnesses. Ruthven, in complete armour and pale 
and haggard from, his long sickness, was the first of the conspirators to enter the 
Queen’s supper chamber after Darnley had taken his seat beside the Queen. The 
first cenjecture of the Queen and her attendants was that he was ‘“‘ raving through 
the vehemency of a fever.’’ In a stern voice Ruthven commanded Rizzio to come 
out from the presence of the Queen, ‘‘ as it was no place for him’”’; and ag he was 
about to seize Rizzio, who clung to the garments of the Queen, the other con- 
spirators broke in and hurried Rizzio to the outer chamber. When Atholl, Huntly, 
Bothwell, and other nobles then in attendance on the Queen in the palace, alarmed 
at the uproar, appeared to be meditating a rescue, Ruthven went down, and, 
explaining to them that harm was intended to no one except Rizzio, and that they 
were acting at the instance of Darnley, who was present, persuaded them to retire 
to their chambers. He then returned to the Queen’s chamber, and, being faint, 
sat down and called for a cup of wine. Then followed the remarkable conversation 
with the Queen detailed at length by Ruthven in his ‘ Relation.”’ After the 
murder, Ruthven, ill though he was, took part with the other conspirators in the 
deliberations as to the future government of the country. After the arrival of 
Moray the Queen was also persuaded to admit him and Morton into her presence 
and grant them a promise of pardon; but on the Queen’s escape to Dunbar they 
fled into England. While in England Ruthven penned the description of the 
murder krown as the ‘‘ Relation ’’ ; but as it was specially intended for the perusal 
of Elizabeth, and as a justification of the conspiracy on the only ground that would 
be acceptable to Elizabeth—that Mary had been unfaithful to her husband—its 
statements, notwithstanding the graphic ferocity of their tone, are open to 
suspicion. The excitement of the assassination, followed by a hurried flight into 
England, brought about a serious reaction in Ruthven’s health, and after several 
months of great weakness he died at Newcastle on 13 June, 1566. (D.N.B.)

Chamberlen’s life was one long succession of schemes. In 1648 he proposed 
to institute a system of hydro-therapeutics, and he petitioned parliament to 
consider the question, especially as a preventive of plagues. The College of 
Physicians, to whom the matter was referred, replied that all baths were useful in 
treatment but that if public baths were erected, the house would have to draw 
up stringent regulations for their use. Chamberlen then wrote the above reply, 
and, amidst other abuse, suggested that the college was made up of men opposed 
to puritan ideas.

Mr. Hazlitt, in his ‘‘ Shakespeare’s Library,’’ reprints a portion of this 
volume as the foundation stery of King Lear; he also points out that this edition 
differs from the earlier ones. 


Drake (‘‘ Shakespeare and his Times’’) remarks :— 


‘‘The great models of historic poetry during the prior portion of 
Shakespeare’s life were ‘The Mirrour for Magistrates’ and Warner’s ‘ Albion’s 
England.’ ”’ 


Ward in his ‘‘ History of Dramatic Poetry,’’ remarks :— 


‘“‘Tt is possible that the pretty title The Winter’s Tale was suggested to 
Shakespeare by that of a ‘Winter Night’s Vision,’ an addition to ‘ The Mirrour for 
Magistrates,’ published in 1610, the year when The Winter’s Tale was perhaps 
written.’’ 


‘‘ A Mirrour for Magistrates’’ was edited and partly written by Richard 
Nicols, who contributed to this, the last and only complete impression, the set of 
legends comprised under the general title of a ‘‘ Winter Night’s Vision,’’ and an 
original poem called ‘‘ England’s Eliza,’? which open with new title-pages on O03 
and Eee2. Baldwin’s portion has a new title on S 6, as follows: ‘‘ The Variable 
Fortune and Onhappie Falles of such Princes as hath happened since the Conquest. 
Wherein may be seene the instabilitie and change of state in great Personages.’’ 
Higgin’s preface, etc., are retained, but not Baldwin’s, and although Blener- 
hasset’s second part is incorporated, the preliminary matter and prose inductions 
are omitted, as has been done by Higgins in 1587, in regard to Baldwin’s set of 
legends. For Blenerhasset’s legends of ‘‘ Gwiderius’’ and ‘‘ Alured,’’ are substi- 
tuted by ene of ‘‘ Gviderius,’? by Higgins, and one of ‘‘ Alured,’’ by the 
editor. who has also modernized the spelling throughout. The legend of ‘‘ Crom- 
well,’”’ by Drayton, published originally in 1607, and reprinted in 1609 with 
alterations, is added to this edition.

In 1645 Wishart joined the Royalist army at Bothwell, and was appointed 
chaplain to Montrose, then Governor-General of Scotland. From this time he was 
constantly with the army, and his narrative of the campaign is that of an eye- 
witness. After the decisive battle of Philiphaugh he accompanied the remnant of 
the troops and shared in the dangers of Montrose’s flight. Wishart remained with 
Montrose during his wanderings in Europe, and at length reached the Hague, 
where the story of the campaign of 1644-6 was written by him. ‘‘ As he was led 
forth,’?’ Hume says, speaking of the execution of Montrose, ‘‘ they made yet one 
effort more to insult him in this last and melancholy scene; the executioner 
brought that book which had been published in elegant Latin, of his great military 
actions, and tied it by a cord about his neck.’’

This, Neville’s chief work, was an account in Latin of Kett’s rebellion in 
1549. To it was appended a description of Norwich and its antiquities, together 
wth a list of the Mayors and Sheriffs of the city. A passage on p. 132 incidentally 
spoke of the laziness of the Welsh levies who had taken part in the suppression of 
Kett’s rebellion, and compared the Welsh soldiers with sheep. Offence was taken 
by the government to this sneer, and a new edition was at once issued with the 
offensive sentences omitted.

Thomas Norton, Lawyer and Poet, was of his day the most relentless per- 
secutor of the Roman Catholics, and on a portrait affixed to a work published by 
the friends of his victims, is the following title, ‘‘ Nortorus archicarnifex cum sius 
satellitibus, authoritatem suam in Catholicis laniandis immaniter exercet.”’ 

He was the Official Censor of Queen Elizabeth’s Catholic subjects and licenser 
of the press. 

He conducted, under torture, the examination of Alexander Briant, seminary 
priest, and was credited with the cruel boast that he had ‘‘ stretched him on the 
rack a foot longer than God had made him.’’ He complained to Walsingham that 
he was consequently nicknamed ‘‘ Rackmaster-General,’’ and explained, not very 
satisfactorily, that it was before, and not after, the rack had been applied to 
Briant that he had used the remark attributed to him. In July, Norton subjected 
to like usage Thomas Myagh, an Irishman, who had already suffered the milder 
torments of Skevington’s irons, without admitting his guilt. Edmund Campion, 
the jesuit, and cther prisoners in the Tower were handed over to receive similar 
mercies at Norton’s hands later in the year.

sumptuous bravery of that rich attire,’? in which Sandys had clad the Latin poet’s 
work. He followed his text closely, and managed to compress his rendering into 
the same number of lines as the original—a feat involving some injury to the 
poetic quality and intelligibility of the English. But Sandys possessed exceptional 
metrical] dexterity, and the refinement with which he handled the couplet entitles 
him to a place beside Denham and Waller. In a larger measure than either of 
them, he probably helped to develop the capacity of heroic rhyme. He was almost 
the first writer to vary the caesura efficiently, and by adroitly balancing one couplet 
against another, he anticipated some of the effects which Dryden and Pope brought 
to perfection. Both Dryden and Pope read Sandys’ Ovid in boyhood. Dryden in 
later life} on the ground that Sandys’ literal method of translation obscured his 
meaning, designed a new translation of the ‘‘ Metamorphoses,’’? which Sir Samuel 
Garth completed and published in 1717. Pope, who liked Sandys’ Ovid ‘‘ ex- 
tremely,’’ in very early life tried his hand on the same theme, but subsequently 
ridiculed Garth’s efforts to supercede the older translator in a ballad called 
i Rad Ghost,’’ or the proper New Ballad on the New Ovid’s ‘‘ Metamorphoses.’’

This tract although carrying Prynne’s name as Author, is nevertheless not by 
him. The Commenwealth had recently prohibited all Stage Plays. Prynne had 
fallen out with the Commonwealth, and the true Author therefore thought that 
his opportunity of attacking the Commonwealth under Prynne’s name. 


It is a very interesting tract; in it the author writes :— 


‘There is another fresh occasion which hath incited my just indignation 
against this wicked and tyrannicall Army, they did lately in a most inhumane, cruell 
rough and barbarous manner take away the poor Players from their Houses, being 
met there to discharge the duty of their Callings. . . . I did once write a Book 
against Stage-Plays called Histrio-Mastix, for which I underwent a cruel censure 
in the Star-Chamber. I confess it is true, I did once so, but it was when I had 
nov so clear a light as now I have. . . . I must confesse with sorrow, I should 
not have compared him (The King) to Nero for loving of Stage-Playes; nor have 
given the Queen those bitter and cruell words of whore and strumpet, for playing 
a part in Mr. Montague’s Pastorall. . . . That Honest Playes may be tolerated 


and not to be forbidden by any Army under heaven I do maintain before all the 
world.”’ Ete.

Prynne was only thirty-three when in 1633 he published his Histriomastix ; 
or, the Player’s Scourge. His labour had taken him seven years, nor was it the 
first work of his that had attracted the notice of authority. In a thousand closely 
printed pages, he argued, by an appeal to fifty-five councils, seventy-one . fathers 
and Christian writers, one hundred and fifty Protestant and Catholic authors, and 
forty heathen philosophers into the bargain, that stage-plays, besides being sinful 
and heathenish, were ‘‘ intolerable mischiefs to churches, to republics, to the 
manners, minds, and souls of men.’’? Little as we think so now, this opinion, 
which was afterwards also Defoe’s, was not without justification in those days. But 
Prynne’s crusade did not stop at theatres; and Hevlin’s account reveals the feeling 
of contemporaries: ‘‘ Neither the hospitality of the gentry in the time of Christ- 
mas, nor the music in cathedrals and the chapels royal, nor the pomps and 
gallantries of the Court, nor the Queen’s harmless recreations, nor the King’s 
solacing himself sometimes in masques and dances, could escape the venom of his 
pen. He seemed to breathe nothing but disgrace to the nation, infamy to the 
Church, reproaches to the Court, dishonour to the Queen.’’ ‘For his remarks 
against female actors were thought to be aimed at Henrietta Maria, though the 
pastoral in which she took part was posterior by six weeks to the publication of 
the book! The four legal societies ‘‘ presented their Majesties with a pompous 
and magnificent masque, to let them see that Prynne’s leaven had not soured them 
all, and that. they were not poisoned with the same infection.”’ 


This surely might have been enough; but by the time the matter had come 
before the Star Chamber, Laud had succeeded Abbot (with whom Prynne was on 
friendly terms) as Archbishop of Canterbury (August, 1633); and Laud was in 
favour of rigorous measures. So was Lord Dorset, and Lord Cottington, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, whose judgment is of importance as showing that this was really 
aie occasion when the hangman’s services were called in aid of the suppression 
of books :-— 

“*T do in the first place begin censure with his book. I condemn it to be burnt 
in the most public manner that can be. The manner in other countries is (where 
such books are) to be burnt by the hangman, though not used in England (yet I 
wish it may, in respect of the strangeness and heinousness of the matter contained 
in it) to have a strange manner of burning; therefore I shall desire it may be so 
burnt by the hand of the hangman. If it may agree with the Court, I do adjudge 
Mr. Prynne to be put from the Bar, and to be for ever uncapable of his profession. 
I do adjudge him, my Lords, that the Society of Lincoln’s Inn do put him out of 
the Society ; and because he had his offspring from Oxford ’’ (now with a low voice, 
said the Archbishop of Canterbury, ‘‘I am sorry that ever Oxford bred such an 
evil member ’’) ‘‘ there to be degraded. And I do condemn Mr. Prynne to stand 
in the pillory in two places, in Westminster and Cheapside, and that he shall 
lose both his ears, one in each place; and with a paper on his head declaring how 
foul an offence it is, viz., that it is for an infamous libel against both their 
Majesties, State and Government. And lastly (nay, not lastly) I do condemn him 
in £5,000 fine to the King. And, lastly, perpetual imprisonment.’’

The Psalter is of special interest on account of its having become, some 
years after it was composed, the property of Edmund Audley, who was Bishop of 
Salisbury, from 1502-1504. An inscription on the first of a few extra end leaves 
records that the Psalter was given by the Bishop to his niece, Anne Audley, a 
Nun at Shaftesbury, where there was a very celebrated Benedictine Convent. She 
has signed her name below a prayer at the beginning. 


The initial letter of each Psalm is illuminated in red, blue, and gold, with 
ornamental foliation in the margins. The beginning of each section is very 
elaborately decorated. The large initial is of different shades of red and blue, 
relieved with white, upon a gold background, and contains a painted miniature 
generally referring to some subject in the Psalm. That to Psalm 69 is particularly 
remarkable, depicting David with nothing on but a crown, standing in the water. 
Besides the initial the whole page is surrounded with an elaborate foliate border 
in red, blue, green, and gold. 


The Kalendar, a quire of six leaves, is beautifully written in a very minute 
hand. At the end of the text, and at the foot of the third leaf of the Kalendar, 
is written the word ‘‘ Loth.’’? From its position at the end of the text it would 
appear to be the name of the Scribe. Three extra leaves at the beginning and 
pee Pe ee end contain the Athanasian Creed, and various prayers, in a slightly 
ater hand.

At the close of 
each of his son’s sketches the father interposes much sententious moralising on 
the habits of life of the person described. The work exhibits shrewd observation.

‘‘Fyrst a preface of our soueraygne lorde the kynge unto all his faithfull and 
enterely beloved subiectes. Copye of the letter which Martyne Luther had sent 
unto our sayd soueraygne lorde the kyng. The copy of the answere of our sayd 
souerayne lorde unto the same letter of Martyn Luther.’’ The two latter articles 
are translated from the Latin edition, but the preface is very different from the 
Latin one. In this preface, the King, after setting forth the office and duty of a 
king in promoting the spiritual as well as temporal welfare of his people; con- 
curing with the clergy, and overseeing them to execute their charge; and desiring 
nothing so much as the furtherance of his well-beloved people in the honour and 
service of God, he had put himself in ‘devoyre to passe his pregenitours,’ especi- 
ally as never was so much need as now. 

In the King’s letter we have this remarkable assertion, ‘And although ye 
fayne your self to thynke my boke nat myne owne, but to my rebuke (as it lyketh 
you to affyrme’) put out by subtell sophisters: yet it is well knowen for myn, and 
I for myne anowe it ! etc.

It is a well-known fact that James was accustomed to pass 
his leisure hours in cutting up books for their engravings, and making scrap- 
books, etc. This volume therefore is most probably one which the King himself 
has enriched with his own portraits, those of his Mother, Mary Queen of Scots, 
and of his Ancestors, and adorned them by his own hands. 


In 1699 the volume was in the possession of James Lord Drummond, and 
contains his Autograph :— 
‘‘This book I got from Mr. English Drummond.’’ 
August 22, 1699. 
This Lord Drummond was the son of the 4th Earl of Perth (created Duke of 
Perth by James II.). He was attainted in 1715 and died at Paris in 1730. Its 


later owners were the Lords Melville, in whose possession it has been for over a 
century

Each Actor received four and a half yards of scarlet cloth to wear as a cloak on 
this occasion, and in the Document authorising the grant (now in the Public Record 
Office) Shakespeare’s name stands first on the list. 

A few days afterwards King James gave further proof of his friendly interest 
in the fortunes of his Actors by causing an official letter to be sent to the Lord 
Mayor of London and Justices bidding them ‘‘ permit and suffer’’ the King’s 
Players to ‘‘ exercise their playes’’ at their ‘‘ usual house,’’? The Globe. 

Only about four other copies are known of this, one of the most interesting 
and valuable contemporary books on Shakespeare’s London. Sir Sidney Lee, in 
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his ‘‘ Life of Shakespeare,’’ gives a reduced reproduction of one of the Arches and 
a full description of the volume and the events which led to its publication, from 
which cur notes are taken.

A work of the highest importance to students of the Shakespeare-Bacon 
controversy. Until a few years back it was entirely unknown. It is the first book 
to attribute the authorship of the Shakespeare Plays to Sir Francis Bacon, and 
precedes all other books on the Controversy by nearly a hundred years. One of the 
most remarkable statements is a reference to the Manuscript of Bacon’s ‘‘ Com- 
monplace Book ’”’ (now in the British Museum). It is only since about 1883 that 
this Ccmmonplace Book has been brought into prominence in the discussion. 

It was written by Herbert Lawrence, a Surgeon and Apothecary. He was a 
schoolfellow and intimate friend of David Garrick. 


The Shakespeare and Bacon references are on pages 145-9. 


‘‘ At the Time of my Imprisonment in Florence, it seems my Father, Genius 
and Humour, made a trip to London, where, upon their Arrival, they made an 
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Acquaintance with a Person belonging to the Playhouse; this Man was a profligate 
in his Youth, and, as some say, had been a deer-stealer, others deny it; but be 
that as it will, he certainly was a Thief from the Time he was first capable of 
distinguishing any Thing; and therefore it is immaterial what Articles he dealt in. 
I say, my Father and his Friends made a sudden and violent Intimacy with this 
Man, who, seeing that they were a negligent careless People, took the first oppor- 
tunity that presented itself, to rob them of every Thing he could lay his Hands on, 
and the better to conceal his Theft, he told them, with an affected Concern, that 
one Misfortune never comes alone—that they had been actually informed against, 
as Persons concerned in an assassination Plot, now secretly carrying on by Mary 
Queen of Scots against the Queen of England, that he knew their Innocence, but 
they must not depend upon that—nothing but quitting the Country could save them. 
They took his Word and marched off forthwith for Holland. As soon as he had 
got fairly rid of them, he began to examine the Fruits of his Ingenuity. Amongst 
my Father’s Baggage, he presently cast his Eye upon a common place Book, in 
which was contained, an infinite variety of Modes and Forms, to express all the 
different Sentiments of the human Mind, together with Rules for their Combina- 
tions and Connections upon every Subject or Occasion that might Occur in Dra- 
matic Writing. He found too in a small Cabinet, a Glass, possessed of very 
extraordinary Properties, belonging to Genius, and invented by him; by the Help 
of this Glasse he cculd, not only approximate the external Surface of any Object, 
but even penetrate into the deep Recesses of the Soul of Man—could discover all 
the Passions and note their various Operations in the human Heart. In a Hat- 
box, wherein all the Goods and Chattels of HUMOUR were deposited, he met with 
a Mask of curious Workmanship; it had the Power of making every Sentence that 
came out of the Mouth of the Wearer, appear extremely pleasant and entertain- 
ing, the jocose Expression of the Features was exceedingly natural, and it had 
Nothing of that shining Polish common to other Masks, which is too apt to cast 
disagreeable Refiections. 


‘“¢TIn what Manner he had obtained this illzotten Treasure was unknown to 
every Body but my Mother, Wisdom, and Myself; and we should not have found 
it out, if the Mask, which upon all other Occasions is used as a Disguise, had not 
made the Discovery. The Mask of Humour was our old Acquaintance, but we. 
agreed tho’ much against my Mother’s Inclination, to take no Notice of the 
Robbery, for we conceived that my Father and his Friends would easily recover 
their Loss, and were likewise apprehensive that we could not distress this Man 
without depriving his Country of its greatest Ornament. 


‘‘ With these Materials, and with good Parts of his own, he commenced Play- 
Writing, how he succeeded is needless to say, when I tell the Reader that his name

Randor’’ in 1748, owed little beyond the first impulse. The analytical method of 
Richardson had little attraction for him, while he was for the most part insensible 
to, as he was ingapable of, the literary blandishments of Fielding. He preferred 
to adapt to his purpose the ‘‘ picaresque ’’ method of Le Sage, to whom he frankly 
admits his obligation.

Early in 1719 Steele was involved in a painful controversy with his lifelong 
friend Addison. He started a periodical called the ‘‘ Phebeian,’’ to denounce Lord 
Sunderland’s bill for limiting the power of creating new peers.

The ‘‘ Tatler ’’—Swift’s own suggestion to Steele—is full. of happy illustra- 
tion and communication of ideas. Dated from Coffee-houses, it was the first paper 
to unite the record of news with the portrayal of manners, to disseminate at once 
fact and fiction, to publish Whig principles and puff friendly authors. Literature 
for the first time descends to the people. Not without reason does Swift, under 
the nom de plume of Humphry Wagstaffe, boast that the Staffian style is ‘‘ to 
describe things exactly as they happen.’’ Realism made its bow to the world; 
and then, too, for the first time women claimed the lion’s share of attention, and 
button-holed mankind. Steele’s letters from flirts and prudes, scolds and shrews, 
languishers and rebels, are the lineal precursors of the ‘‘ Spectator.’’ Children, 
too, win an audience. That really wonderful essay (which Thackeray has men- 
tioned), where Steele records the impression of his early fatherlessness, abounds 
in pathetic touches.

In the first article 
it was declared that he had ‘ traitorously endeavoured to subvert the fundamental 
laws and government of the realms of England and Ireland, and instead thereof to 
introduce an arbitrary and tyrannical goverment against law, which he hath 
declared by traitorous words, counsels, and actions, and by giving his majesty 
advice by force «f arms to compel his loyal subjects to ‘submit thereunto.’ This was 
the gist of the whole accusation. Pym and the commoners had resolved to sup- 
port two propositins: first, that Strafford had endeavoured to subvert the funda- 
mental laws; and, secondly, that such an endeavour was tantamount to high 
treason.

Shakespeare’s’ and at the commencement of the tenth line is 
an asterisk with the note, ‘Thus far Shake-spear.’ Not only, too, are the stanzas 
in a different form from those of our present Lucrece—six lines instead of seven— 
but lines 5 and 6 of the first stanza differ from lines 5-7 of the present version, not 
merely in wording but wholly in thought. Neither, if the verses were originally in 
seven-line stanzas, would they be imperfect, but merely a different version of lines 
long before completed in Lucrece (Lucrece, published 1594, Suckling 1634-41). It 
is more probable, as appears to me, that Shakespeare at first thought of composing 
his Lucrece in the stanza of ‘ Venus and Adonis,’ and for trial commenced not at 
the beginning but at the central point of importance and interest, namely, at Tar- 
quin’s view of Lucrece after forcing her door: but that he, for some unknown 
reason, after writing about a stanza and a half threw it aside and took to the 
sever-line stanza,’’—Shakespeare’s Centurie of Prayse.

Shortly before Jaggard undertook the printing of the First Folio of Shakes- 
peare, Vincent the Herald and Jaggard the printer had been jointly the object of a 
violent and slanderous attack by a perverse-tempered personage named Ralph 
Brooke. This Brocke was one of Vincent’s colleagues at the College of Arms. He 
could never forgive the bestowal, some years earlier, of an office superior to his own 
on an outsider, a stranger to the college, William Camden, the distinguished writer 
on histery and archeology. From that time forth he made it the business of his 
life to attack in print Camden and his friends, of whom Vincent was one. He 
raised objection to the grant of arms to Shakespeare, for which Camden would 


(Continued over) 
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seem to have been mainly responsible. His next step was to compile and publish 
a Catalogue of the Nobility, a sort of controversial Peerage, in which he claimed, 
with abusive vigour, to expose Camden and his friends’ ignorance of the genealogies 
of the great families of England. Brooke’s book was printed in 1619 by Jaggard. 
The Camden faction discovered in it abundance of discreditable errors. The errors 
were due, Brooke replied, in a corrected edition of 1622, to the incompetence of his 
printer, Jaggard. Then Augustine Vincent, Camden’s friend, the first owner of 
the Sibthorp copy of the First Folio, set himself to prove Brooke’s pretentious -in- 
competence and malignity. Jaggard, who resented Brooke’s aspersions on his © 
professional skill in typography, not only printed and published Vincent’s Dis- 
covery of Brooke’s Errors, as Vincent entitled his reply, but inserted in Vincent’s 
volume a personal vindication of his printing-office from Brooke’s strictures. 
Vincent’s denunciation of Brooke, to which Jaggard contributed his caustic pre- 
face, was published in 1622, and gave Brooke his quietus. Incidentally, Jaggard 
and his ally Vincent avenged Brooke’s criticism of the great dramatist’s right to 
the arms that the Heralds’ College, at the instance of Vincent’s friend Camden, 
had granted him long before. Jaggard, next year, engaged in a great enterprise 
of the Shakespeare First Folio, and he presented his friend and fellow-victor in the 
recent strife with an early copy of the volume.. (Sir Sidney Lee.)

Than the lewe made hym to come before the lawe in judgement, and the othe was 
gyven to ye dettour, & he brought with hym an holowe staffe, in which he had put 
the money in golde, and he lente upon y® staffe. And when he sholde make his 
othe and swere, he delyvered his staffe to ye Jewe to kepe and holde whyles he 
swere.

Since 1634 the Vintner’s Company had been exposed to a 
Star-ckamber prosecution for unauthorised dressing of meat. The crown proposed 
to compound the offence if the Vintners would agree to an imposition, and Kilvert 
was intrcduced to the company of Abell, in that year Master, in order to coerce 
them by threats of prosecution. The Vintners gave way, and agreed to the im- 
position in return for a grant of the monopoly of wines. Kilvert was paid £1,000 
out of the purse of the Vintners’ Company, although without the consent of the
